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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The indicated allowability of claims 32-35, 47, 49-51 , 56, 58-60 and 62-67 is 
withdrawn in view of the newly discovered reference(s) to Wyler, U.S. Patent No. 
7,047,033. Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 32-34, 47, 49-51 , 58-60 and 62-67 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
as being anticipated by Wyler. 

Regarding claims 58, 59, 62 and 65, Wyler discloses a request handler control 
which receives user requested data; a server control which creates a response template 
dependent upon a service to be provided to a terminal and information relative to a 
session connection between the terminal and the server and user given information, the 
response template including instructions for converting the user requested data from a 
first language format to a second language format, wherein the second language format 
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is selected based on one or more attributes of the terminal, a page generator which 
receives the response template from the server control and the user requested data, 
which are processed in the page generator according to a user profile; and 
a HTML control which receives a processed page from the page generator and sends a 
response to the terminal (col. 21, lines 45-49, col. 27, line 6-col. 28, line 6 and col. 28, 
line41-coL 30, line 29). 

Regarding claim 32, Wyler discloses the system according to claim 59, further 
comprising: a connection from one of an access point and the server to the Intemet (col. 
27, lines 20-62). 

Regarding claim 33, Wyler discloses the system according to claim 59, wherein: 
at least one object menu icon is provided on a screen of the at least one terminal, the at 
least one object name icon having an associated object (col. 22, line 13-col. 23, line 53). 

Regarding claims 34, Wyler discloses the system according to claim 33, wherein: 
the at least one object menu icon is associated with a plurality of objects which are 
visible at the same time. 

Regarding claim 47, Wyler discloses the system according to claim 59, wherein: 
the at least one terminal is wirelessly connected to the communication network (col. 27, 
lines 20-28). 

Regarding claim 49, Wyler discloses the wireless system according to claim 33, 
wherein: the at least one object menu icon causes an audio feedback to be played in 
the at least one terminal when the at least one object menu icon is selected (col. 22, 
lines 45-49). 
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Regarding claim 50, Wyler discloses the wireless system according to claim 59, 
wherein: the selection information is transferred from the at least one terminal to the 
server by applying a browser application between a terminal and server connection (col. 
27, lines 20-28). 

Regarding claim 51, Wyler discloses the system according to claim 59, wherein: 
the selection information is processed into HTML format in the at least one terminal 
before being sent to the server (col. 19, lines 53-56 and col. 28, lines 53-62). 

Regarding claim 60, Wyler discloses the wireless system of claim 59, wherein: 
a selection of the page template is performed according to a size of a display of the at 
least one terminal and a capability of the at least terminal to support a signalling 
protocol (col. 27, lines 29-38 and col. 28, lines 41-50). 

Regarding claims 63 and 66, Wyler discloses wherein the one or more attributes 
of the terminal includes a signaling support capability of the terminal (col. 28, lines 54- 
62). 

Regarding claims 64 and 67, Wyler discloses modifying the data associated 
with the selected service according to a user profile associated with the terminal (col. 
29, lines 29-39). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 35 and 56 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Wyler in view of well-known prior art. 

Regarding claim 35, Wyler discloses the wireless system according to claim 59 

as described above. 

Wyler, however, fails to disclose wherein the at least one terminal utilizes a focus 
marker around fields on a screen. 

The examiner contends, however, that such a feature is well-known in the art and 
the examiner takes official notice as such. 

At the time of invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill 
in the art to modify Wyler with the teachings of well-known prior art for the purpose of 
providing enhanced visual representation. 

Regarding claim 56, Wyler the wireless system of claim 59 as described above. 
Wyler, however, fails to disclose a service which is selectable from a service tab which 
is downloaded from a management server. 

The examiner contends, however, that such a feature is well-known in the art and 
the examiner takes official notice as such. 

At the time of invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill 
in the art to modify Wyler with the teachings of well-known prior art for the purpose of 
providing a user with more options.
